bier. Nothing could be—more erro- 
nedus, says a Chicago writer, The 
methods of the two are as widely 
apart as the North and South poles. 
A bookmaker lays odds against every 
horse in a race in order to get a 
percentage of the money wagered. A 
gambler is one who bets with no 
object in view except to take what 
fortune throws in his way. Any man 


can ber gambler if he has money, 
but os a smart, clever man to 
1 bookmaker. 

The men who are bookmakers are 
now hb higher fn the social scale 
than 4yrere a score Of years ago. 
Tingley when a bookmaker was 
itth ot. Of a thug. He took in all 
the money he possibly could on a 
race and then welched or had prize 
fighters at hand to save him from 
the fury of the mob. 

Now all is changed. Among the 
men who make it a business to lay 
the odds against horses may be 
found a number of sharp practical 
business men had they continued in 
the line of trade. Some of these 
men drifted Into the business simply 
through force of circumstances, or 
because they were fascinated by the 
allurements of the turf. 

Among the men who are now mak- 
ing books. are citizens who at one 
time were merchants, brokers, bank- 
ers, politicians, clerks, baseball play- 
ers, jockeys an@ bicycle riders. All 
vocations and professions are repre- 
sented. : 

The men who have secured big 
fortunes in the vocation of laying 
odds are few Many fortunes have 
been sunk tn the business, for it is 
just as hard now to make a success- 
ful book as ft ts to pick winners. 
The reason for this is that all the 
horses in a race are not backed 
nowadays, and it sifts down to a 
question of the layer having the field 
against. two or three horses.

I write thie with some difi- 
deny, +s | am fully aware that 
™ , have been in the N. 
es some years (whereas 
I Bave only been a few weeks) 
should know more about the 
Gubject than 1 can teil them. 
Firstly, with respect to a 
sire. I unhesitatingly say use 
the English thoroughbred. I 
am told it has been a failure, 
but I think I see the reason. 
If the specimens I have seen 


at that when allowed to serve 
all sorte of mares, without any 
regard to selection, the pro- 
duce are weak, light, worthless 
animals? 

If the thoroughbred horse ts 
carefully selected, a nice, com- 
pact, short-backed hor#e, good 
shoulders, back ribs, girth and 
loins, with as much bone as 
possible, and net exceeding 
16 hands, mated with selected 
mares of shape, bone and as 
much quality as possible, as 
faras selection in breeding 
can be carried out, eurely here 
we have an animal adapted for 
a remount or general utility 


orse. 

I would suggest that on all 
ranches a selection of mares 
should be made and the weak- 
bodied and limbed one got rid 
of at any sacrifice. Surely it 
‘would pay better to have 50 
good mares than 150 indifferent 
and mixed sorts . 

As to mares not having the 
substance necessary for mating 
with a thoroughbred horse, I 
would suggest buying a cross 
with a good, active Clyde, or 
big boned. good bodied Hack- 
ney. and then, ff the produce 
justified it. using the thorough- 
bred on the produce when old 
enough. 

Next we come to the handl- 
ine and breakine of the young 
animal. I would suggest that 
®s soon as possible after birth, 
the youngster should be handl- 
ed. a light web headstall put 
on it. with a short lead (about 
12 inches long) that the mares 
and foals should be kept for 
six months or more in a fenc- 
ed enclosure, and the foals 
handled and petted daily, also 
that some extra food should be 
given them. 

After this treatment they 
would becomé accustomed to 
human beings and learn that 
they were ndt to be ill treat- 
ed by man . { would then, at 
the end of six months, take 
their hatters off and let them 
run the prairie till the round- 
up, when al! their hoofs should 
be looked at rasped round 
and a week or two of halter- 
ing again resorted to. 

At three years old I would 
have them gently bitted, and 
lunged with a lunging rein tn 
corre! with a saddle lightly 
girthed, and gradually mount- 
ed 

The mode of so-called break- 
ing by broncho busters may 
answer for the cowboy’s horses 
but it will never make a nice 
mannered horse for private 
ues, a bhoree that will stand 
to be monnted, bend to his 
bridle and able to walk or 
trot
